d. TStillbirth” means as defined in section 136A.2.

e. Valuable consideration” does not include
reasonable payments associated with the transportation,
implantation, processing, preservation, quality
control, or storage of human fetal tissue.

2. A person shall not knowingly acquire, receive,
or otherwise transfer any human fetal tissue for
valuable consideration in this state.

3. A person who violates this section is guilty of
